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O/S about 01:08 hours on June 1, 2020 YBO5, Captain Ciccolo with a platoon of approximately 20 Officers was assigned 
to the area of Chinatown and Dowtown Crossing for the suppression of numerous instances of looting and arson by 
various roving groups. While at Ave. de Lafayette/ Harrison Ave. Captain Ciccolo was notified by passerby that a group 
was looting a store at the corner of Temple Pl/Washington St. Accompanied by the platoon, Captain Ciccolo notified 
the Operations Division and responded on foot to that location. On approach, Captain Ciccolo observed a number of 
males exiting the broken windows of the Men's Wearhouse Store at 481 Washington St. from both the Temple Pl. and 
from the Washington St. sides. These males, at least 5 in number were holding items of clothing in thier arms. They all 
fled up Temple Pl. toward Tremont St. A group of about 10 officers under Captain McCormick were stationed at 
Temple Pl/Tremont St. Captain Ciccolo broadcast to stop the group. As Captain Ciccolo turned the corner onto 
Temple Pl. Captain Ciccolo observed a group of 12-15 people many of whom were holding clothing in their arms , 
holding it up, etc. The group was throwing unknown objects at the buildings, dancing, and screaming. All persons on 
the street were participating in the cheering, throwing about of items and some were posing for a group of three 
females who were video recording the actions and cheering the males on. As Captain Ciccolo's platoon advanced up 
Temple PI, the males discarded the various objects and merchandise they were holding and fled on foot toward 
Tremont St. The three females tried to flee, and then observing the way blocked, turned and sat down ona nearby 
windowsill and pretended to be uninvolved. Nine males were apprehended. 


ED 2nd QE were identified by Captain Ciccolo as two of the males seen exiting Men's Wearhouse 
with clothing items. Both charged with Disturbing the Peace and Larceny from a Building

Approximately 0308 hours on Monday, June 01, 2020; members of the Boston Police Youth Violence Strike Force, 
Officers J. Rodrigues, N. Texeria, G. Eunis and S. Lopes in the VK07 unit along with the V981 Sgt. Det. M. Assad, working 
under the direct supervision of Sgt Browning (VK911) did affect an on-site arrest for VALs and weapons violations 
(firearm), in the area of 200 Boylston Street Boston MA. 


The aforementioned Officers along with Officers M. Conley, S. Butler, and N. Bernazzani (VKO05), Officers M. Burke, B. 
Lyons, and B. Holmes (VK02), Officers P. Sheehan, K. Cahill and C. Holt (VK03), Sgt. Browning (VK911), Sgt. Byrne 
(VK901), Sgt Det Romano (VK981) along with various members of the Boston Police Drug Control unit were 
attempting to disperse a crowd that began to gather/loot in the area of Arlington Street and Boylston Street. During 
this time Officers M. Burke, B. Holmes and S. Lopes became in contact with occupants of MA reg. EM grey 2006 
Hyundai Elantra) whom were reluctant to follow Officers repeated instructions to leave the area. It should be noted 


that Officers were assigned to this specific area to clear looters and large groups that were actively wreaking havoc in 
and around the Copley/Boylston St area. MA reg. QS occupied by the driver, 
GB car right passenger ae passenger nd rear 
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driver side passenger ee eee While attempting to disperse the above listed occupants of MA reg. 


GRP hey became argumentative and began yelling and using offensive language at Officers while refusing to 
comply with Officers orders to leave the area. Officer Burke whom was directing to leave, observed 
him QP 0 be moving in reverse direction, jeopardizing the safety of several Officers and a motorist whom 
was directly behind it. Officer Burke utilizing his riot stick, struck the top driver side corner of the windshield of MA 

n order to alert and prevent operator, om causing anyone injury. MA reg. fF now 
proceeded down Boylston Street towards Charles Street. 


Officers now began focusing their attention on other motorists and gatherers in attempts to clear them from the 
area. About a minute or so later, Officer Lopes and Burke observed MA reg. GEE aveling on Arlington Street 
towards a large group of Officers whom were at Boylston and Arlington Street. Officer Lopes observed said vehicle 
traveling at a high rate of speed on Arlington Street passed Boylston Street. Officer Lopes observed the vehicle go 
around another motor vehicle that was backing up and take a right turn onto Providence Street. Officer Lopes 
specifically observed the brake lights of the motor vehicle stopped on Providence St. Officers then within seconds 
heard approximately 10 gunshots in rapid succession emanating from the direction of where MA reg. GB was 
observed. Officers et al fearing for their safety began taking cover as they believed they were being shot at. MA reg. 
QHBBR hen fled down Providence Street towards Berkeley Street. Officer Lopes whom is familiar with the area 
alerted Officers that the vehicle would be coming back out to Boylston Street. Officer Rodrigues (front passenger) 
and Sgt. Det. Assad (Operator) got into an un-marked cruiser and began traveling on Boylston Street against traffic in 
order to cut off the fleeing vehicle. As Sgt. Det. Assad and Officer Rodrigues were approaching Berkeley Street, they 
observed MA reg. a from Berkeley Street onto Boylston Street towards them (Officers). Sgt. Det. Assad 
made a U-turn and got behind the vehicle and activated the cruiser lights and sirens in order to affect a stop. MA reg. 
GHEE 1 ored Officers lights and sirens and began fleeing inbound on Boylston Street towards Arlington Street. It 
continued across Arlington Street and was tactically boxed in with the assistance of Sgt. Det. P. Quinn at about 200 
Boylston Street. Given the nature of the incident Officer Rodrigues, Sgt. Det. Quinn and Sgt. Det. Assad approached 
the motor vehicle with their service weapons drawn while giving strict commands for the occupants to show their 
hands and not move. Specifically, Officer Rodrigues approached the passenger side and the Sgt. Det Assad and Quinn 
simultaneously approached the driver side of the vehicle. The front passenger, xited the vehicle and was 
secured. Sgt. Det Quinn and Assad removed QB and rom the vehicle and secured them. The 
remaining occupant was also removed and secured. Officer Rodrigues whom was standing by the front 
passenger of the motor vehicle observed a tan/green semi-automatic firearm on the front passenger floor mat on
